Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  snl)mittinj»  to  you  my  Report  for  the  year  1937.  It  is 
made  in  accordance  with  the  Memorandum  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

4'he  area  of  the  Ebbw  Vale  Urban  District  is  6,817  acres,  with  an  estimated 
population  of  29,850. 

The  population  given  bv  the  Registrar-General  for  1937  for  calculating  Birth  and 
Death  Rate  is  29,850. 

These  returns  of  Births  and  Deaths  as  submitted  will  be  used  for  calculating  pur- 
poses. The  ligures  do  not  cjuite  correspond  with  those  of  the  weekly  returns  of  the  Local 
Registrars. 
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Births. 

There  were  durin<>  1937,  473  births  registered,  of  which  231  were  males  and  222 
females  ; 5 males  and  1 female  beinji  illej'itimate.  The  returns  as  submitted  by  the 
Rettistrar-Geueral  were  270  males  and  251  females  ; 5 males  and  5 females  beinj^  illet»itimate, 
makinji  a total  of  521,  or  48  more  than  the  local  returns. 

'fhe  j^eneral  birth  rate  per  1,000  inhabitants  is  17’45  as  against  15’85  for  1936,  and 
14‘9  for  Enj^land  and  Wales.  In  1937  the  male  birth  rate  was  9'04.  the  female  bein^  8’41 
per  thousand  while  in  1936  these  birth  rates  were  7’86  and  7'99  respectively.

The  total  number  of  deaths  which  occurred  in  the  area  as  returned  by  the  Registrar- 
General  from  all  causes  was  445  ; of  this  number  240  being  males  and  205  females. 

The  weekly  returns  of  deaths  from  the  Local  Registrars,  together  with  the  transfer- 
able deaths  returned  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  ot  Health  shows  the  total  number  445  ; 
243  being  males  and  202  females. 

'I'he  general  death  rate  per  thousand  of  the  povnilation  is  14‘9  ; d‘04  being  males  and 
6'86  females,  while  for  England  and  Wales  the  annual  death  rate  is  12'4.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


There  were  476  Notifications  of  the  Statutory  Notiliable  Diseases,  as  against  307  in 
1936,  sho\vinj»  an  increase  of  169. 


Zymotic  Mortality. 

Out  of  the  445  deaths  from  all  Causes,  there  were  nine  from  the  ‘’Seven  Principal 
Zymotic  Diseases.” 

Small-pox  0 ; Scarlet  Fever  1 ; Diphtheria  and  Membraneous  Croup  0 ; Enteric 
Fever  1 ; Measles  3 ; Whooping  Cough  2 ; and  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  2. 

These  nine  deaths  correspond  to  an  annual  Zymotic  Death  Rate  of  0'301  per 
thousand  of  population  as  compared  with  O’ 13  for  1936.

'Die  Inlant  Mortality  of  a district  is  estismated  by  a special  form  of  death  rate  called 
the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate.  This  rate  is  the  proportion  of  the  number  of  deaths  of  children 
under  one  year  of  aj^e  to  the  number  of  births  during  the  same  period. 

Con.itenital  Debility  and  Malformation  (including  Premature  Births)  were  responsible 
for  14  deaths.  If  this  cause  of  Infant  Death  could  be  materially  dealt  with,  it  would  lead  to 
a i^reat  reduction  of  Infantile  Mortality,  especially  durintt  the  tirst  month  of  Infant  life. 

Out  of  the  14  deaths  recorded  above,  11  occurred  within  the  lirst  week.

Ambulance  Facilities. 


'I'liere  are  two  Motor  Ambulances  in  the  town.  The  one  belongs  to  the  Local 
Industries  Manaj^ement,  and  is  used  amonji  the  employees  for  the  removal  of  accidents  and 
other  cases  when  necessary.  The  other  is  the  town  Ambulance  belonj^in^  to  the  Council.  It 
is  used  to  transport  infectious  cases  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  for  all  town  accidents.  If 
requisitioned  for  by  any  private  individual  for  the  conveyance  of  medical  or  surjtical  cases  to 
any  Institution  within  a radius  of  40  miles,  it  is  hired  at  the  rate  of  9d.  per  mile. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Nnrsinjf  facilities  are  available  throuj^h  the  branches  of  the  Monmouthshire  Nursiiijf 
Association.  Individuals  have  j^enerally  to  make  their  OA'n  arranj^ements  with  the  Home,  but 
in  necessitous  cases  free  nursinji  is  sometimes  obtained. 

Hospitals. 

There  are  two  Hospitals  in  the  district  for  the  treatment  of  Medical  and  Sur<fical 
cases,  one  known  as  the  Ebbw  Vale  General  Hospital,  and  the  other  as  the  Ebbw  Vale  and 
District  Voluntary  Hospital. 


Midwives. 

Under  the  new  Act  which  came  into  force  the  latter  part  of  last  year,  the  Urban 
area  is  dividen  into  districts  and  a certain  number  of  midwives  appointed.  These  are  under 
the  control  of  the  County  Council.  A special  lady  Inspector  visits  the  midwives  at  re>»ular 
intervals  and  especially  when  occasion  demands. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

Water  Supply. 


The  water  is  copious  and  constant.  This  is  taken  from  two  Reservoirs  situated  on 
tlie  Llanf*ynidr  Mountain,  and  conveyed  to  the  town  by  cast  iron  gravitating^  mains.  The 
water  is  of  a soft  character,  and  is  therefore  liable  to  plumbo  solvent  actions  in  contact  with 
lead,  but  the  use  of  lead  pipes  to  carry  the  water  supply  has  been  almost  entirely  superceded 
by  galvanized  iron,  which  obviates  the  risk  of  contamination  from  this  cause.  The  condition 
of  the  water  is  satisfactory. 


Streams  and  Rivers. 

A negligible  amount  of  river  pollution  is  taking  place,  due  to  the  fact  that  all  the 
house  drains  are  not  connected  to  the  Council’s  sewers,  but  to  culverts  and  suiiace  water 
drains  which  discharges  into  the  River  Ebbw.  This  pollution  is  being  rapidly  reduced  as 
existing  houses  are  being  connected  to  the  sewers. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  district  is  being  drained  and  sew'cred  on  the  partially  separate  system  : the  sur- 
face water  drain  discharges  into  the  River  Ebbw.  The  sewerage  system  is  connected  with 
and  discharges  into  Western  Valley  Main  Trunk  Sewer,  from  which  it  is  conveyed  into  the 
Bristol  Channel. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

The  system  mainly  is  water  carriage,  and  whenever  possible  the  conservancy  method 
is  converted  into  water  closets. 

The  condition  of  public  urinals  still  calls  for  attention.  The  glazed  earthenware 
iixtures  are  to  be  preferred  to  the  cast  iron  type,  and  where  possible,  I should  advise  the 
existing  iron  structures  to  be  replaced  by  them.  In  all  cases  the  sanitary  condition,  though 
much  improved,  should  be  looked  after  more  frequently  and  kept  clean,  fresh  and  disinfected. 
The  Public  Convenience  for  both  sexes  has  proved  a boon  to  the  town.  I would  suggest  that 
if  possible,  similar  structures  be  erected  in  other  parts  of  the  district.  (Cwm  and  Beaufort). 
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Since  ihc  cleniolition  of  the  urinal  by  the  White  House  Cinema,  there  is  no  public 
Convenience  between  tlie  one  on  Armoury  Hill  and  the  County  Hotel,  and  as  this  require- 
ment is  essential,  I seriously  sn^'f’est  that  one  be  installed,  preferably  at  the  Monument,  which 
is  the  j^eneral  termini  of  practically  all  the  transport  services. 

Scavenging. 

ScavenRinfi  on  the  whole  in  satisfactory.  Improvement  is  noticecl  {generally  since  the 
introduciion  of  lorries. 

Tippinu  sites  as  mentioned  in  previous  Reports  are  objectionable,  and  the  necessity 
of  installiiif'  an  Incinerator  in  the  near  future  will  h.ave  to  be  considered,  as  the  present  one 
particularly  in  use  for  Ebbw  Vale  and  Beaufort  at  Wann-y-ponnd,  will  soon  be  out  of  function. 

The  difficulty  in  obtaininji  suitable  sites  for  buildiiif»  purposes  further  enhances  this 
necessity,  'fhe  other  two  sites  in  use  are  likely  to  function  for  some  years. 

In  the  case  of  the  Wann-y-pound  tip,  I am  plea.sed  to  say  that  this  is  subject  to  the 
Bradford  method,  and  although  satisfactory,  the  flyinjt  of  papers  as  occurs  when  there  is  a 
hi}*h  wind  should  be  better  controlled  while  still  in  use,  as  it  is  most  unsifjhtly  and  objection- 
able, in  view  of  it  beinjf  on  the  main  road,  i'he  other  two  cannot  be  treated  similarly 
(Bradford  method)  owin,^  to  the  steepness  and  depth  of  the  site. 

Mortuary. 

This  is  in  a satisfactorv  condition. 


Lodging-Houses. 

These  have  been  inspected  periodically,  and  sugfiestions  made  and  carried  out  when 
lound  necessary. 


Roads. 


The  general  condition  of  road  surfaces  has  been  improved,  particularly  the  main 
roads.  Still  further  improvement  is,  I understand,  contemplated  by  the  Local  Authority. 
While  this  is  satisfactory  as  far  as  main  roads  are  concerned,  I must  a^»ain  repeat  the  recom- 
mendations that  the  side  streets  and  by-ways  be  improved.  Some  of  these,  particularly 
durinj*  the  Winter,  are  in  a shockiiiff  state. 
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Schools. 

The  Schools,  generally,  are  kept  in  a sanitary  condition.  The  Assistant  Surveyor  has 
been  K'ven  the  supervision  of  all  schools.  These  are  systematically  examined  by  him,  and 
any  defect  noticed  is  immediately  attended  to  either  by  the  cleaner  or  the  Surveyor’s 
Department. 

The  water  supply,  both  to  the  lavatories  and  W.C.’s  is  adequate  and  copious.  Disin- 
fection with  Izal  is  carried  out  periodically,  but  durinj^  epidemics,  particular  attention  is  paid 
to  infected  areas. 


Population. 

The  Census  population  for  1911  was  30,541.  Pre-vvar  population  of  the  Ebbw  Vale 
Urban  District  estimated  was  33,000,  an  increase  of  2,459.  The  1921  Census  tigure  gave  the 
population  as  35,383,  while  in  1931,  the  Census  population  was  31,695. 

The  total  increase  between  1901  to  1911  was  10,000,  i.e.,  at  the  rate  of  1,000  per 
annum  ; the  increase  between  1911  and  1921  was  4,800,  i.e.,  at  the  rate  of  480  per  annum, 
while  the  figures  between  1921  and  1931  Census  shows  a decrease  of  368  per  annum. 

The  population  for  the  live  years  1921 — 1925  was  a drop  of  three-and-a-half  thous- 
and. This  was  due  to  migration  resulting  from  a post-war  industrial  slump.  Estimated 
population  for  1937  was  29,850. 

Anticipated  increase  or  decrease  of  working  class  population  due  to  industrial 
changes — at  the  present  time  suggest  a trend  to  increase,  owing  to  the  prospects  of  industrial 
activity.

HOUSING. 

The  “ Housing  Question  ” cannot  be  regarded  as  settled,  as  housing  conditions  in  the 
area  are  not  yet  entirely  satisfactory. 

There  are  still  a number  of  houses  in  occupation  which  have  been  condemned  as 
unfit  for  habitation,  and  a further  number  of  a very  poor  standard,  the  occupants  of  which 
will  have  to  be  provided  with  suitable  permanent  accommodation.  This  is  hoped  to  be 
remedied  by  the  Housing  Act  of  1936,  which  is  in  operation  at  the  present  time. 

A large  number  of  houses  of  the  bad  type  listed  for  demolition  in  the  Five  Year  Plan 
have  been  dealt  with.  Requirements  are  being  carried  out  as  expeditiously  as  possible.  The 
fourth  and  lifth  year  plan  of  the  Act  are  well  advanced  and  will  materialise  in  the  near  future. 

Since  the  overcrowding  Survey  has  been  taken,  it  is  discovered  that  the  allowance 
made  fcr  houses  in  the  Five  Year  Plan  is  far  below  our  requirements. 

There  are  553  houses  overcrowded,  apart  from  sub  tenants  requiring  accommodation 
and  this  together  with  our  return  to  prosperity  and  the  possibility  of  number  of  people  who 
have  migrated  returning,  will  make  the  position  more  acute. 
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I am  pleased  to  iind  that  since  mv  remark  of  the  stereotyped  houses  in  the  1935 
Report,  that  the  Council  have  launched  out  in  the  buildinjr  of  suitable  accommodation,  taking 
into  consideration  the  housing  of  larger  families,  and  this  I have  no  doubt  will  delinitely  show 
an  improvement  in  the  overcrowding.

Cowsheds. 

These  premises  are  visited  rejiularlv  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  insists  on  tliem 
beinjt  kept  in  a cleanly  condition.  Occasionally  the  condition  of  the  cows  and  surroundings 
leave  much  to  be  desired  and  attention  has  to  be  drawn  to  the  necessity  of  immediately 
remedymjJ  same.  Also  some  difficulty  is  experienced  in  insistinjt  that  dairies  are  to  be  solely 
used  for  the  retention  of  milk  and  utensils. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  prevent  milk  contamination  in  milk  shops  by  seeing  that  all 
milk  vessels  are  kept  covered.  The  compnlnsorv  registration  of  premi^ies  where  ice-cre.iin  is 
made  is  long  overdue. 


Milk  Supplies. 

Only  a small  portion  of  the  supply  is  produced  locally,  and  the  greater  bulk  comes 
from  the  English  Counties  and  arrives  in  a clean  and  fresh  condition.  A large  number  of 
samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and  for  the  detection  of  Tubercle  Bacilli. 
The  samples  were  examined  at  the  County  Laboratory,  Newport,  by  Dr.  G.  Rocyn  Jones 
(County  Pathologist),  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  samples  were  found  to  contain 
Tubercle  Bacilli. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order. 

Every  effort  was  made  in  the  year  to  ensure  that  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Order  were  being  observed,  and  it  can  be  said  that  a high  standard  of  cleanilness  was 
displayed  by  those  engaged  m the  production  and  distribution  of  this  so  easily  contaminated 
article  of  food.

Every  effort  is  made  to  fulfil  these  Regulations,  and  a systematic  inspection  of  the 
food  supply  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year. 

All  premises  where  food  is  stored,  prepared,  deposited  or  exposed  for  sale  have  had 
strict  supervision.  I am  pleased  to  report  that  there  is  a general  desire  on  the  part  of  the 
butchers  to  supply  clean  and  wholesome  meat,  and  anything  of  a deleterious  nature  have  been 
readily  surrendered  by  the  trader  and  promptly  disposed  of.

The 
charges  are  nominal,  and  there  has  not  been  much  difiicnlty  in  collecting  the  prescribed 
amount,  as  parents  thoroughly  appreciate  the  returns.

Diii  iii)^  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1937,  I examined  the  eyes  of  264  children. 
In  addition  to  cases  of  errors  of  refraction  there  were  : —

number  includes  supplies  for  breakages,  etc.,  and  in  view  of  this  does  not  correspond  with 
Table  IV.,  Group  11,  column  2. 


Orthopaedic  Surgeon’s  Report. 

The  work  at  the  Clinic  has  followed  the  general  method  of  last  year  except  that  more 
use  has  been  made  of  Mr.  Harrison  for  remedial  exercises  and  similar  treatment.  It  is  not 
easy  to  get  the  children  to  do  exercises  regularly  at  home  unless  thev  are  doing  them 
periodically  under  supervision  elsewhere.  In  those  cases  where  exercises  are  needed,  they 
begin  with  a peried  of  regular  instruction  under  Mr.  Harrison,  who  acts  under  the  directions 
of  the  visiting  surgeon.  During  this  period  the  exercises  are  also  done  at  home.  The 
attendances  with  Mr.  Harrison  are  decreased  when  it  is  felt  that  the  child  can  do  the  exercises 
adeciuately  at  home.  Occasional  attendances  are  continued  to  keep  the  child  up  to  scratch. 

Difhculty  is  still  sometimes  found  in  getting  parents  to  realise  that  it  is  their  own 
responsibility  to  keep  children’s  shoes  altered  according  to  directions  given  at  the  Clinic,  and 
also  to  see  that  their  children  carry  out  at  home  treatment  which  can  be  properly  done  tliere. 
Much  helpful  supervision  and  stimulation  is  given  by  Nurse  Hudson  in  these  matters. 
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Gratifyiiif^  proj^ress  has  been  made  in  a nnml'.ci’('t  children,  including  those  tor  whom 
use  has  been  made  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital,  at  Cardifl.

Tliere  were  9 cases  of  various  nature  treated  at  the  above  Hospital.  7 of  these 
received  indoor  treatment,  and  on  discharge  were  supplied  with  the  necessary  appliances.  2 
were  seen  as  outdoor  patients.  6 children  were  supplied  with  appliances,  alterations  to  shoes 
etc.,  without  attending  the  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital.

Thus  it  has  been  found  that  those  children  who  have 
constantly  neglected  to  attend  the  Dental  Clinic  when  notified  by  the  School  Medical  Officer 
on  various  pretences  short  of  positive  refusal,  now  come  to  have  their  mouths  put  in  order  to 
enable  them  to  go  to  Camp.  'Fiiis  factor  is  an  extremelv  valuable  agent  in  securing  healthy 
mouths  for  the  " leavers.” 

d'he  entrants  as  a rule  are  readily  brought  by  their  parents  to  the  Clinic,  but  not  so 
the  older  children  unless  they  actually  suffer  pain.  Otherwise  the  work  was  similar  to  that  of

Having  proved  satisfactory,  the  Education  Committee  have  now  embraced  the 
scheme  as  an  Annual  Summer  Programme,  particularly  as  the  bacteriological  purity  of  the 
water  is  assured  as  proved  by  analysis  since  the  installation  of  a new  liltration  plant  two  years  ago. 

While  functioning,  the  water  is  turned  over  and  chlorinated  8 hourly,  and  completely 
changed  monthly.  There  is  co-operation  between  the  Bath’s  Management  and  the  Sanitary 
Department.
